REPRESENTATIVE HENRY IN FIGHT 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 12.—[Special. Au 
investigation of the Michigan copper mine 
war will be undertaken by the United States 
senate, and if the house should indicate e« 
desire to take similar action there will be a 
joint congressional inquiry. 

The attitude of the senate became known 
today following the introduction of a reso- 
lution by Senator Ashurst of Arizona calling 
for an investigation. 

The measure, which immediately pro- 
voked criticism from Senators Townsend of 
Michigan and Lodge of Massachusetts, cites 
charges sensational in character and pro- 
poses an investigation of the conduct 
throughout the strike not only of the mining 
companies and of the miners but also of 
the courts of Michigan. 

This resolution was referred to the con- 
tingent expenses committee. 

Similar resolutions by several other seu- 
ators demanding an investigation are sched- 
uled for introduction within the next few 
days. 


To Appease State Rights Men. 

The plan now is to combine all of the reso- 
lutions into a modified measure which will 
meet the objections of the state rights Demo- 
action particulariy in reference to investi- 
gating the state courts, which is beyond 
the province of the federal go 

The strike situation also was the subject of 
several conferences among leaders of the 
house. Representative MacDonald of Mich- 
igan, author of the pending house resolution 
for an investigation, asked Chairman Henry 
of the rules committee when that body would 
dispose of the matter. 

Mr. Henry showed that he was more in- 
clined to favor an inquiry than he was before 
the holiday recess and said he would cali the 
committee together in a few days to consider 
action. 


Inquiry to Cover Wide Field. 

The Ashurst resolution provides for an 
investigation of the following matters:

Vote Fraud Trial Startles 
the Defense, 


TELLS PLANS TO JURY. 


The prosecution laid the foundation of its 
case yesterday in the trial of the four de- 
fendants indicted by the Cooper grand jury 
for the alleged vote frauds in the Sixteenth 
precinct of the Eighteenth ward. 

The introduction of direct evidence will be 
started today. Special State’s Attorney 
John E. Northup in his address to the jury 
outlined the evidence to be presented by 
the prosecution. Officials of the board of 
election commissioners were called to show 
the election of November, 1912, when the 
vote frauds are said to have been committed, 
was held in legal form and that the ballots 
from the precinct in question have been kept 
in proper custody since the election. 

Special State’s Attorney Northup exploded 
a bomb in the ranks of the defense when 
he announced the prosecution will bring 
into court the ballots cast in the Highteenth 
ward in 1912. He said he would demonstrate 
how the defendants—Rose, Baranov, Gordon, 
and Geary—short penciled certain of the 
ballots in favor of Maclay Hoyne, Peter 
Bartzen, and Leland 8. Rapp. Counsel for the 
defendanta intimated yesterday they would 
make a hard fight to prevent the Introduction

Describes Safeguards. 

Chief Clerk William H. Stuart was the 
first witness called. He showed legal record 
to prove the election in question was held. He 
also described the safeguards placed about 
the ballots turned in by the judges and clerks 
of election. He said all of the ballots from 
the November, 1912, election were kept under 
constant watch in the vaults at the offices 
of the board of election commissioners until 
they were ordered into court by Judge Bald- 
win about six months ago for the recount pro- 
ceedings.

SHANNON DEMANDS INQUIRY. 

In the letter which Angus Roy Shannon, at- 
torney for the board of education, wrote to 
President Reinberg, Mr. Shannon demands 
“a thorough, complete, and exhaustive in- 
vestigation” into the matter of the pur- 
chase of land for school purposes. 

In his letter, Mr. Shannon recalls that on 
the last day of the year 1913, two reporters 
from THE TRIBUNE called at his office and 


_ that he gave these men about an hour's 


time.“ 
He says he told these men that the board 


- gcquired its property either by direct pur- 


chase or by condemnation proceedings. He 


explained the processes in both these meth- 
* ‘ods and said that the first knowledge he, as 
attorney for the board, had of such proceed- 


ings was after negotiations of the sites 
committee, and then the buildings and 
grounds committee had been concluded and 
concurred in by the school board and the city 


council. 


Explains Methods of Purchasing.

test. 
Agreement in Most Cases. 

Mr. Shannon says that recently about 75 
per cent of such condemnation cases have 
been settled by agreement, the owners taking 
his offers for their property, based upon «x- 
pert evidence secured by him. He says real 
estate experts of ability are hard to secure 
because of the smallness of the pay—$25 per 
opinion. He also says he told the raporters 
that he had nothing to do with the work of 
the sites committee until months after ite 
activities in each instance were terminated. 

Mr. Shannon also says he told the reporters 
the files of his office were open to inspection 
at any time. 


Recalls Douglas Boulevard Site. 
Mr. Shannon in his letter to President Rein- 
berg then takes up the condemnation case 
at Douglas boulevard and Lawndale avenue. 
He quotes a letter he wrote to the sites com- 
mittee on July 11, 1913, as follows: 


Since the board ordered the acquirement of the 
site at Douglas boulevard, West Fifteenth street, 
Lawndale and Ridgeway avenues, I have been hold- 
ing innumerable conferences with the owners of 
part thereof, who have urged upon me the neces- 
sity of immediate settlement in this matter be- 
cause of the building operat ig they had started 
in and also because the la in a very active 
and rising market and they great loss by 
reason of delay. 

I have been able, through urgent action, to get 
the proceedings filed in court, and I have proposi- 
tions from Joseph D. Weisskopf to sell lots 6, 7, 11, 


and 12, the latter being the corner lot at Fifteenth 
street and Lawndale avenue, for $17,750, from Ju- 
lius M. Weisskopf to sell lot 8 and the north half 
of lot 9, being seventy-five feet on Lawndale ave- 
nue, for $5,675, and from Adolph Ball to sell lot 
10 and the south halt of lot 9, being seventy-five 
feet on Lawndale avenue, for $5,675. 

Accompanying the propositions is a letter signed 
by the two Weisskopfs, both on behalf of them- 
selves and the owner of the other property, setting 
forth that up to the present time the actual ex- 
penses to them on building plants, loans, and con- 
tracts has been $3,500; that it will increase unless 
the matter is closed at once, and that they 
the propositions of settlement only on condition 
they be accepted immediately. 

I therefore submit the same to you, with request 
for instructions as to whether or not I will permit 
a verdict to be entered for these lots for the amounts 
stated. 

Submitted herewith are the propositions and let- 
ter, together with such other data as I have in 
reference to the values. 


Mr. Shannon says the sites committee au- 
thorized him to go ahead on this basis. He 
then quotes a letter he wrote to the build- 
ing and grounds committee on July 14, noti- 
fying that committee that the property of the 
Weisskopfs and Ball had been acquired by 
agreed verdict for the total sum of $29,108. 

Regarding the purchase of seventeen lots 
at Fillmore, Mozart, and Francisco streets, 
Mr. Shannon says the committee on buildings 
and grounds ordered the site acquired by 
direct purchase. He says this was an urgent 
case. He says the committee agreed to pay 
$85,000, less $20,000 for buildings, which were 
removed and retained by the owners. He 
adds that the only O. K.“ he placed on this 
transaction was an O. K. on the signature 
of the seller on the warrant for the $68,000 
so he might be identified by the city treag- 
urer. 

Mr. Shannon expresses resentment at what 
he regards, in THs TRIBUNE article of Sun- 
Gay, as insinuations against the conduct of 
his office, and quotes in full a letter from 
Tus TRIBUNE inviting him to inspect the 
proofs of the article.

What has become of John P. Foerster, 
formerly president of the Cook county real 
estate board and more recently in the real 
estate, loan, renting, and insurance business 
at 15 South La Salle street?’

Ryan, as a representative of the Fourth 
ward, was reached on the roll call before 
Ald. Merriam of the Seventh ward. When 
Ryan's resolution was offered, together with 
the motion that it be referred to his commit- 
tee, Mr. Merriam protested. 

He asked Ald. Ryan to defer action on his 
resolution until the Seventh ward was 
reached, so the two resolutions could be acted 
on together. This Ryan refused to do. He 
asserted it was the duty of his committee to 
ascertain the truth or falsity of the printed 
facts. > | 

Mr. Merriam then demanded a roll call on 
his motion to suspend the rules so that im- 
mediate action might be taken on Ryan's 
resolution. The vote was five short of the 
required two-thirds.

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DEFENDS ARREST VOTING POR GENERAL STRIKE 


OF MOTHER JONES 


Gov. Ammons Takes Responsi- 
bility for Holding of Wo- 
man Strike Leader. 


SHE GOES TO TRINIDAD. 


State Troops Guarding Coal 
Fields Incarcerate Her in 
Nearby Hospital. 


Denver, Colo., Jan. 12.—Gov. Ammons to- 
night issued a statement in which he as- 
sumed full responsibility for the arrest to- 
day of Mother Mary Jones by military 
authorities in Trinidad, and declared she 
would be held incommunicado in the hospital 
at Trinidad until such time as she saw 
fit to give her promise to leave the strike 
zone of the state. He said: 

„Mother Jones came to this state early 
in the days of the labor strife and by her 
incendiary speeches stirred up rioting which | 
resulted in bloodshed. She finelly was per-. 
suaded to quit when threatened with arrest, 
and left the state. But upon her return she 
defied the militia, the state officials, and the 
governor of the state. 

“ She was given military escort from the 
strike region and told not to return. Last 
night she went back in disguise, and said 
her return was for the purpose of saying 
what she pleased. 


Sees Her Menace to Peace, 

“This state is paying $5,000 a day for the 
preservation of order in the strike regions 
and I don’t propose that she shall make that 
expenditure useless. She will be prevented 
from seeing any one who will repeat what 
she says. Her attorney will be given permis- 
sion to visit her so she can file a habeas 
corpus petition if she so desires, and I want 
her to do so. 

‘* Simply because she is a woman and an old 
one that is no excuse for her actions and is no 
reason why she should be permitted to stir up 
trouble. She will be released whenever she 
announces her willingness to leave the strike 
region. She can go to any town in the state 
and talk her head off so long as she keeps 
away from the strike district.“ 


“Mother” Jones Troublesome Captive. 

It was reported here ton‘ght that Mother 
Jones became extremely. boisterous in the 
hospital today and so disturbed the patients’ 
rest that military officers threatened to put 
her in a padded cell in the insane ward un- 
less she remained quiet.

South African Trades Favor a 
Walkout with Rail Men. 


LULL BEFORE THE STORM? 


Balk at Roads’ Retrenchment; De- 
mand Reinstatement of Employes. 


CAPE TOWN, Jan. 13.—Quiet prevails 
throughout South Africa tonight, but this 
may be the lull before the storm, as the 
incoming ballots from various centers make 
it practically certain that a general strike 
will be voted. 

The ballots received from the miners along 
the reef all favor a strike, and the various 
trades, including shop nts, warehouse 
men, and clerks in Joha rg, have voted 
similarly. 

The feeling is growing in Johannesburg 
that the situation is becoming more serious. 
The Cape Town harbor workers have now 
been officially called out by the union, but 
their response will not be known until to- 

A ballot by the Johannesburg branch of 
the typographical union has resulted by a 
large majority in favor of a strike. This 
probably means that the people of Johannes- 
burg. will have no newspapers after to- 
morrow. 


Will Be Sympathy Strike. 
. If a general strike is called it will be out of 
sympathy for the strike of the railway em- 
ployés, many of whom have abandoned their 
posts and laid down their tools in the rall- 
road workshops. 

The strike of the railway men is said to be 
due to the policy of retrenchment put into 
effect by the South African railway admip- 
istration, in pursuance of which hundreds of 
employés in Pretoria, Bloemfontein, Durban. 
Salt River, and elsewhere have been dis- 
missed. 

The strikers demand the cessation of thu 
policy of retrenchment and the reinstatement 
of the dismissed men. They argue that the 
administration's real motive ts to force wages 
down, as shown by the fact that some of the 
dismissed men have been offered other billets 
at reduced wages. 


Big Armed Force on Hand. 

The most hopeful feature of the situation 
tonight is the extraordinary success attend- | 
img the mobilization of troops. It is esti- 
mated that there are 20,000 armed men on 
the Rand, most of whom have come prepared 
for the same kind of a campaign which made 
the Boers so long the despair of the English 
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generals. 

The government is perfecting its plans for 
handiing a generai strike, should one be pre- 
cipitated and all the towns in the disturbed 
area have been placed under the protection 
of troops. | 


“Shoot on Sight,” the Order. 
PRETORIA, Jan. 12.—The shooting of 
dynamiters at sight is to be a feature of the 
martial law to be proclaimed tomorrow 
throughout the Transvaal and the Orange 
Free state. The proclamation will be of a 
most drastic character. The government 
Will attempt to resume the full service of 

trains on all the railroads tomorrow.

LEADS TO COURT 


McCormick Will Test Right 
of Majority to Override 
His Ruling. 


VOTE OFFICE ABOLISHED. 


Democrats on County Board Say 
State’s Attorney Will Sup- 
plant County Attorney. 


The Democratic majority on the county 
board yesterday attempted further to tie 
the hands of President A. A. McCormick by 
abolishing the office of county attorney and 
removing from office Cari R. Chindblom, ono 
of McCormick's principal appointees, 

The Democrats, with eight votes out of 
fourteen, voted to turn county legal matters 
over to State's Attorney Hoyne. 

President McCormick ruled the proposi- 
tion was lost under the rules of the board 
requiring ten yotes for any measure carry- 
ing an appropriation of more than 3800. 

The Bartzen-Ragen followers appealed 
from the president's ruling and declared the 
proposition carried by a vote of 8 to 6. 

Mr. McCormick announced after the meet- 
ing he would carry the case into the courts 
to test the right of the Democratic majority 
in declaring the proposition carried over the 
ruling of the executive in regard to the rules 
governing the actions of the board. 


Six Resolutions Adopted. 
The action of “ tying a can to Mr. Chind- 
blom,“ as Peter Bartzen expressed it, con- 
sisted of six resolutions: 

1, Abolishment of rule No. 39 of 
rules of the board, authorizing or creat- 
ing the office of county attorney. 

2. Directing the prosecution of 
pending tax foreclosure suits be con- 
ducted by the state's attorney. 

J. Providing all legal work of the 
county be controlled and directed by the 
state’s attorney. 

4. Providing that the term of office 
of County Attorney Chindblom end Mon- 
day. 
5. Providing the county attorney 
be immediately relieved of all duties im- 
posed upon him by the board. 

6. Abolishes pos.tion of county at- 
torney. 


Hoyne to Act at Once. 

State’s Attorney Hoyne will be placed in 
charge of the work in the county attorney’s 
office at once, according to Commissioner 
Bart sen. 

Mr. Chindbdlom gave out a statement in 
which he charges the action of the Demo- 
cratic majority was engineered by State's 
Attorney Hoyne for the purpose of making 
political patronage out of the positions in the 
county attorney’s office which are now under 
civil service.”

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GIRL RUGH SAVED RLOPES 


Ethel Smith Becomes Bride of 8 
Cigar Clerk. 


FORMER FIANCE JILTED? 


Bridegroom Not the Man V“> Fig- 
ured in Accident. 


Ethel Smith, the girl for whom Billy Rugh, 
cripple newsboy of Gary, Ind., sacrificed 
first his leg and then his life, doped to 
Chicago yesterday and was married to Leon 
M. Cline, a clerk in a cigar store. 

“Iam glad I could make somebody happy,” 
said Billy Rugh just before he died on Oct. 
22, 1912. With 160 square inches of skip 
taken from the newsboy’s crippled leg, Mies 
Smith recovered from burns received in an 
explosion of gasoline. At the time of the 
accident, Mies Smith was riding on the rear 
of a motorcycle driven by Ray Roberts, to 
whom she wae engaged. The girl was burned. 
Her death was expected daily. 

One day Billy Rugh sought out Roberts, 
fiancé of Miss Smith. He learned only one 
thing could save her and that was 160 squa*e 
inches of skin. Billy Rugh went to the 
physicians and offered them the skin on 
his crippled leg. Billy gave up the leg and 
then died. His funeral was the largest ever 
held in Gary. 

Miss Smith begged to be allowed to attend 
the funeral but her condition was too low. 
In time she recovered. 

Her engagement with Roberts appears to 
have slipped out of the girl’s life Yester- 
day Miss Smith absented herself from her 
mother’s home in Gary. At about the same 
time Cline told his employer at the cigar 
store he was going out to lunch. The pair 
took @ train to Chicago and obtained a mar- 
riage license at the county building. There 
was a civil ceremony, and the girl who wears 
160 inches of the skin of Billy Rugh became 
Mrs. Leon M. Cline.

Success of Battle Creek, Mich., 
Meeting Inspires Plan for 
Annual Affair. 


STATISTICS IN PROFUSION . 


Judge Ben Lindsey of Denver 
and Jacob A. Riis of New 
York Speak. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Battle Creek, Mich., Jan. 12.—[Speciai.}— 
As a result of the success of the first national 
conference in the interest of race betterment 
an annual affair is likely to be inaugurated 
and there is a possibility of an international 
eongress being called. 


The closing day saw the adoption of reso- 


lutions for an executive committee and a 
race betterment council of one hundred and 
@ definite proposal to meet next year in San 
Francisco during the Panama-Pacific expo- 
ition. 

Jacob A. Riis, the New York settlement 
head, and Judge Ben B. Lindsey of the Den- 
ver Juvenile court, were the features of the 
closing session held at the Post theater, and 
both talked on boys and their value to the 
gocial framework. To Mrs. Lindsey was ao- 
eorded the ovation of the evening. 


Riis and Lindsey Talk “Boy.” 

“Every American boy is a little steam 
boiler with the steam always up,“ said Mr. 
Riis. “Sit on the safety valve and bang 
goes the boiler. Hands off the boy's play! 
Oversee it, yes, but let them fight sometimes. 
Often a black eye or a bloody Mose is a 
means of grace. I hope we have the bad boys 
with us always to sharpen our wits and con- 
seciences.”’ 

The child isn't bad, said Judge Lindsey. 
It is the conditions that are bad. Under 
the new epoch in justice the child is rec- 
ognized as delinquent and not a criminal. 
When we save the child we merely save 
ourselves. 

There ha ve been statistics in profusion ever 
since the conference's opening, so much so 
that Edward B. Phelps, editor of the Amer- 
jean Underwriter authority on vital fig- 
ures, declared at an open session he had never 
heard so many innocent misstatementea. 


Statistics on Birth Rate. 

Today brought forth some more totals, but 
Prof. J. McK. Cattell, editor of the Popular 
Science Monthly, assured his auditors they 
were hopelessly problematical and so got 
away without a reprimand. 

If the same declining birth rate had been 
maintained between 1880 and 1910 Ger- 
many, France, and Great Britain would not 
now have a birth rate, he asserted. By the 
game comparison there would be no children 
born to college graduates by 1935. By the 
present figures the average University of 
Chicago graduate has three-fourths of a son 
and a Vassar alumnz one-half a daughter 
Prof. Cattell then evolved something approx-~ 
mating an Irish “bull” when he said: 
“ Notwithstanding the many assertions at 
this conference there is no scientific evidence 
that alcohol and tobacco weaken the human 


Face. In fact, they have weeded out the 
weaklings who couldn't stand the additional 


handicap.” 


New Recipe for Longevity. 

A brand new recipe for many and happy 
years was evolved by Dr. Stephen Smith of 
New York, president of the conference and 92 
years old, when he told the delegates the only 
secret was never to talk to old peopl.” 

To date eugenics had been winning hands 
down without a peep of opposition. It re- 
mained for Herbert Adolphus Miller, pro- 
fessor of sociology at, Olivet (Mich.) college 
to enter a disclaimer. 

“If a perfect eugenic system was put in 
practice the world would still have to con- 
tend with every great problem that confronts 
us today,“ he said. In fact, eugenics has 
done great harm by diverting attention from

After rebels had wrecked 
a train on the line Vera Orus to Mexico 
City, the British minister demanded that 
Huerta give the road, which is British prop- 
erty, better protection. It was not the de-

If the Zapatistas dropped into Mexico 
City, an immediate movement of allied 
troops out of Vera Cruz to relieve the cap- 
ital might be necessary. For such a move- 
ment the operation of the railroad is of the 
highest importance, and anything that en- 
dangers it threatens the security of. for- 
eigners resident in the capital. 

Zapata’s record in the years of Mexican 
disorder is foundation enough for fear. The 
Constitutionalists in the north are gentle and 
considerate compared to the southern out- 
law, who has evaded or defeated all forces 
sent against him. 

Rebel success in the north does not di- 
rectly threaten the Huerta government in 
the capital, but it may encourage malcon- 
tents in Mexico City to overthrow Huerta. 
That might result in a temporary confusion 
of authority and a disorganization of the 
military forces in the capital and give Za- 
pata hie opportunity. 


THE MASTER’S VOICE. 

Prof. Graham Taylor’s statement before 
the race betterment conference that com- 
mercialized vice in Chicago is police pro- 
tected ie truth—but not the whole truth.

Where space will not permit or 


CANCER OF THE SKIN. 


ANCER is a local disease. At the 

beginning it is limited to one spot 

or location. After a while some 

of the cells are carried to new lo- 

cations. It then is still a local 
disease, but it is growing in more than 
one locality, In no proper sense is it ever 
a blood disease. Blood impurities, so- 
called, never have anything to do with 
cancer. 

Cancer, then, being a local disease and 
a disease occupying, in the early stages, 
little space in a single locality, the mout 
important of all questions is how fo 
know it. 

When we came to know about con- 
sumption (by we I mean John, Henry, 
and Pat) we found thet early diagnosis 
was the key to the situation. When we 
(meaning the general run of people) begin 
to know about cancer we shall find that 
‘early diagnosis is the key to the situa- 
tion. 


— 

Then the question az to how to tell 
cancer in the early stages is a most im- 
portant one. Some of the old 
telling. fail to interest us 
do not help. For instance, 
cancer is of no interest because the 
does not develop until the disease is 
advanced. A better way of putting the 
question that interests the general run 
of people is: What should make one 
suspicious of cancer? 

Let us try to answer the question for 
the more important organs. 

The skin: The suspicious growths are 
those in which the symptoms are between 
the acute infections and the slow, harm- 
less growths. Infection of the skin causes 
boils and bumps. These quickly become 
wore and give pain. In ten days or two 
weeks the soreness and pain have lessened 
or disappeared. -Ordinary warts and 
gouty patches do not get sore, cause la- 
flammation, or produce pain. The cancer 
conditions come in between. With them 
there is mo soreness or pain for ome 
weeks. Then the discomfort begins slowly 
and gradually increases. Generally speak- 
ing, small cancer nodules cannot be slid 
around with the skin as can warts and 
moles. 


— 

Generally speaking moles are 
more suspicious than warts. 
growths, and especially warts, need to be 
trimmed off occasionally. They pile up 
scales, scabs, and horny masses. These 
are hard, irritate, and cause some ten- 
derness to develop. These need attention 
just as the nails and hair need to be 
trimmed. 

The moles stay about the same size. If 
any mole gets sore or grows the matter 
should be investigated. The growth there 
is deeper in the tissues. A certain amount 
of attention to warts and such growths, 
what may be termed toilet of them, is 
proper. Moles should be left unmolested. 

If aa ulcer of the skin develops slowly 
and persists it is a cause for suspicion.

AWDOR'S new chief, who through 
the death of his father succeeds as 
fifth earl of that ilk to his honors and 
estates, has hitherto been known as 
Viscount Emlyn and is a 18 year old 

schoolboy at Eton. His widowed mother 
was Miss Joan Thynne, a daughter of the 
receiver general of the chapter of West- 
minster abbey and a member of that historic 
house of which the Marquis of Bath is the 
chief. 

Among the extensive possessions which 
the new Lord Cawdor inherits is Cawdor 
castle at Nairn, the chief of the ancestral 
homes of his house. 

There Macbeth is supposed to have mur- 
dered King Duncan, while the memorable 
meeting of the Thane of Cawdor with the 
three witches took place on the “ blasted 
heath in the close vicinity of the castle.

In an old chamber of the castle tower 
visitors are still shown the spot where the 
“silver skin” of King Duncan was “ laced 
with his golden blood.“ 

It is used as a guest room, and any guest 
who wishes to expose himself to the possi- 
bility of a supernatural visitation is per- 
mitted to occupy the room over night and to 
sleep in the great high posted bed on which 
King Duncan is asserted to have lain when 
Macbeth entered to murder him. 

It is said that Lady Macbeth still haunts 
the room at night with a candle in one hand 
and the dagger in the other, accompanied 
by Macbeth himself. 

Both Dr. Samuel Johnson in 1778 and Sir 
Walter Scott, some forty years later, made 
the experiment of occupying this room and 
this bed over night, while staying at Cawdor 
castle. 

While they recorded the hooting of the owls 
and the sighing of the wind through the 
trees, they failed to see either Lady Macbeth 
or her consort. 4

In the fifteenth century the “ wild Camp- 
bells of Argyll carried away Muriel Cawdor 
of Calder, the infant heiress of Cawdor cas- 
tle, and lineally descended from a brother 
of Shakapeare’s Macbeth, and, when she 
grew up, they married her to John Campbell, 
the fourth son of their chieftain, the Mac- 
Cullum More. 

When Muriel Cawdor was abducted by the 
Campbelis as a child a piece of her finger 
was bitten off by her nurse in order to insure 
her eventual identification, and thus she 
was recognized when, as a grown woman, she 
returned to rule over her ancestral estates, 

Curiously enough, there area number 
of peasants employed and m on the 
Cawdor castle estates who bear the name of 
Calder. This is ascribed to the fact that. 
after the capture of Muriel, the Campbells 
reduced the members of her clan to the posi- 
tion of serfs. 

Since Muriel’s abduction there has always 
been a Muriel in the family of the Campbell 
lords of Cawdor, the Campbells constituting 
a branch of that historic house of which the 
Duke of Argyll is the chief,

hawthorn. It seems that the original Thane 
of Cawdor was directed in a dream to load 
an ass with gold, turn it loose, and to build his 
castle where it stopped to rest. t

attains manhood. In addition to his exten- 
sive lands in Scotland, he has great posses- 
sions in Wales which produce a rental of 
over $250,000 a year, and comprise some of 
the best agricultural land in the counties 
of Carmarthen and Pembroke, 

They came to the Cawdors in a curious way. 
The last Vaughan, Harl of Carbery, great- 
standson of that Lord Carbery who gave 
protection to Jeremy Taylor at Golden Grove, 
bequeathed all his estates, which had been 
in the possession of the Vaughans from time 
immemorial, to the Hari Cawdor of his day. 

He had lost them to Earl Cawddér on a bet, 
but had been allowed by the winner to re- 
tain possession thereof until his death.

Crewe house, the London home of the 
Marquis of Crewe, secretary of state for 
India, and which has just been rented for 
a term of years by James B. Duke of New 
York, the American tobacco magnate, and by 
Mrs. Duke, is a picturesque example of s 
country estate in a city. 

Formerly known as Wharncliffe house and 
dating from the reign of George II., before 
Mayfair became the center of the fashionable 
world, it is a low pitched, wide fronted, man- 
sion, with Ionic columns, standing in the 
midst of spacious grounds, the velvety lawns 
of which are shaded by majestic trees and 
cut off from the busy traffic of Curzon stmet 
by a brick wall, fronted by a green hedge. 

The wall and hedge, in connection with the 
quaint looking porter’s lodge, all covered 
with flowers and creepers, to the right of the 
great gates, give the entire place a rural 
aspect, which contrasts in a rather grace- 
ful fashion with the huge carved stone palace 
of the Duchess of Marlborough, known & 
Sunderland house, just across the way.

As its former name indicates, Crewe house 
was for several generations the residence 
of the Stuart Wortleys, by whom, indeed, it 
was built, and who have a representative on 
this side of the water in thé person of the 
Hon. Ralph Stuart Wortley Mackenzie, 
younger brother of the present Wari of 
Wharncliffe, and who is married to a daugh- 
ter of the late Rear Admiral Schley. He is a 
member of the New York stock exchange, 
after having been a ranch owner in South 
Dakota. 

In the first few decades of the nineteenth 
century it was, as Wharncliffe house, a fa- 
mous rendezvous of the English great world. 
and its salons enjoyed European celebrity. 

Its master in those days was the first Lord 
Wharncliffe, lord president of the privy 
council in the y years of Queen Victoria’s 
reign, and to whom the world is indebted for 
the editing and publication of the letters and 
diaries of his great-grandmother, Lady 
Mary Stuart Wortley Montagu, so famous 
as a traveler in the orient and on the conti- 
nent at the beginning of the eighteenth cen- 
tury. She was a daughter of Evelyn, Duke 
of Kingston.

Crewe house is an old fashioned mansion 
built nearly 200 years ago, but which has 
been equipped by Lord and Lady Crewe with 
every modern comfort and luxury, regard- 
less of cost. |

SUGGESTED STREET CAR IM- 
PROVEMENTS. 

Chicago, Jan. 8.—[To the Friend of the 
People. I—It used to be futile to make in- 
dividual complaints of poor service to pub- 
lic utility corporations, but since Tun 
Trisune got after them and opened its 
columns to the humblest citizen who has 
a real grievance the impossible has hap- 
pened. Some improvements are needed in 
car service, as follows: The figure “1” 
om our through route lime was until re- 
cently a dingy bronze color, impossible to 
distinguish at night in time to stop à car, 
and in daytime but a short distance. This 
has given way to the “1” on a white 
ground, all right for daylight, but impos- 
sible to see at night until the car is within 
a few feet on account of the glare and daz- 
zie of the headlight, beside which it is 
placed. Motormen frequently refuse to 
stop, presumably because the signal was 
not given soon enough. The figure should 
be placed near top of car, like a trans- 
parency, and all uncertainty would then be 
abated. 

It is a common thing for through route 
cars to refuse to stop for only one pas- 
senger, though they know ‘there will not 
be another car for eight or ten minutes. I 
recently waited ten minutes for a No. 1 
car and, though signaled in ample time, 
the motorman refused to stop, obliging me 
to wait seventeen minutes for another. On 
account of their infrequency, through route 
cars should stop for every passenger. The 
motorman looks straight ahead and refuses 
to see the passenger's signal, which prompts 
the patron to inquire for whom he is run- 
ning the car, his own convenience or that 
of the public. 

Of course, the excuse would be that they 
were behind time,“ but they do this con- 
stantly when there is not another car in 
sight, when their car is not full, and when 
they positively know that the passenger 
will have to wait a long time for another 
ear.

PRECEDENCE IN THE SENATE. 

Four Mile Creek, Kas., Jan. 8.—[Bditor of 

The Tribune. II read today in the Congres- 
sional Record of the Sth ult. a remarkable 
effusion entitled “ Precedence of the Senate.“ 
It appears therefrom that on the preceding 
day there was published in the Washington 
Post what Senator Gallinger lauded as “a 
most interesting communication from the 
pen of the senior senator from Georgia (Mr. 
Bacon] in reference to the senate’s right of 
precedence.” After slushing Senator Bacon 
with a thick coating of most fulsome compli- 
ment, Senator Gallinger asked and obtained 
unanimous consent that the said communica- 
tion, teeming with “ views so admirably ex- 
pressed. should be printed in the Record, 
and also referred to the committee on print- 
ing, with a view to having it printed as a 
senate public document. 
The article begins as follows: Although 
the winter social and official season has just 
started, the question of the relative rank 
of senators and the precedence to which they 
are entitled has already become an issue.“ 
Then follows about a page of matter in fine 
print purporting to emanate from the pen 
of Senator Bacon, in regard to this mo- 
mentous “ issue.” 

The greater part thereof consists of a 
muddy argument touching the transcen- 
dental importance, the overwhelming dig- 
nity, and the well nigh superhuman powers

And let it be noted that this precedence 
must be accorded not only at “ public” 
fu ns, but “private” ones likewise. 
Within the scope of the latter it is supposed 
will fall football and baseball games, horse 
races, hoochee koochee and tango dances, 
pink teas, informally at homes, and, in fact, 
everything else under the sun that is not 
purely “ hofficial.””

It is just such childish exhibitions about 
senatorial precedence, senatorial courtesy, 
and other sickening frauds that have made 
the common people of this nation exceeding- 
ly tired of the senate of the United States.

IMPUGNS THEIR MOTIVES. 


Denies Stories of Gun Play and 
That “Strike Breakers“ Were

Boston, Mass., Jan. 12.-President Quincy 
A. Shaw of the Calumet and Hecla Mining 
company, in a statement issued tonight takes 
issue with the report of the government com- 
mission on the strike in Michigan in which 
the Calumet and other mining companies are 
imvolved. He impugns the motives of the 
. favestigators in making public the report at 
this time and intimates that it was colored 
im favor of the strikers. 

After Secretary Wilson's speech in Seattle 
it was to be expected that his subordinates 
would make a report which would be highly 
colored in favor of the strikers,” the state- 
ment says. The publication of the report 
is also well timed to assist the strike leaders 
fm arousing false sympathy through misrep- 
resentations. 

80 far as it contains information given 
by the companies the report could have been 
published months ago, if there was any gen- 
uine desire to have the public know the 
conditions under which the men worked. 


Says Report Contains Falsehoods. 

“ Extracts from the report which appear 
in the papers, if accurately quoted, contain 
many misstatements. 

Since Dec. 1 an eight hour day has been 
im effect underground and in all places where 
work is continuously conducted for twenty- 
four hours. All other employés have a nine 
hour day. The companies in which I am 
interested did not post a notice that the hours 
of labor were eight and three-quarters. 

“Directly after mentioning the Calumet 
and Hecla Mining company’s name, it is 
said that “two men made affidavit that at 
the point of a gun they were compelled to 
go from Superior to Calumet and then to 
work at some other camp. These affidavits 
are false if they relate to any action on the 
part of either the Superior or the Calumet 
companies. We have evidence of false affi- 
Gavits secured by the federation. 


Only Two Strikers Killed? 

“The report states ‘a number of strikers 

have been killed and others injure in the 

use or arms in the possession of Waddell 

men.’ This convicts the Waddell men be- 

fore their trial.

The report states that ‘ the Calumet and 
Hecla Mining company employs upwards of 
50 per cent of the total number of mine work- 

in that region.’ This is untrue. 
The Calumet and Hecla Mining company just 
previous to the strike employed considerably 
less than one-third of the mine employés. 

The report states that the profits have 
been extremely large '—namely: $121,000,000 
in dividends. It probably would be equally 
interesting had the report stated that in ad- 
dition to the dividends the company has paid 
for labor, supplies, lands, and taxes, roughly 
an additional $220,000,000. 


Hired No “Strikebreakers.”’ 
The report is grossly unfair when it states 
that so-called strikebreakers’ have been 
or are being imported. There was a serious 
shortage of labor in all the mines for a year 


‘previous to the strike, and to make up this 


shortage and to take the places of the men 
who have left the district we have employ- 
ment for hundreds of men who will receive 
wages and work under conditions as good as, 
if not better, than in any — district in 
this country. 

We hope that the men now coming into 
the district come there to stay permanently, 
and if they prove themselves efficient work- 
men and law abiding citizens I can give them 
asssurance of their jobs during the life of the 
mines with plenty of chances for advance- 
ment. 


ONLY FOUR SOLDIERS DRUNK? 


Lansing, Mich., Jan. 12.—Brig. Gen. P. L. 


Abbey, head of the state militia, who is here 
attending a meeting of Michigan National 
guard officers, took exception to some of the 
department of labor's report concerning the 
conduct of state troops in the copper mine 
strike zone. 

“ During the time the entire state militia 
was in the strike district only four men were 
disciplined for drunkenness,” he said. “I 
do not believe it would be possible to get such 
a large body of men together wth better re- 
sults.

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Practical Counsels. 


NE of the French cookery journals has 
within the last few months started a de- 
partment called “Practical Counsels” 
(Conseils Practiques), the idea for which 
may have come from some of our Amer- 

ican periodicals, but the advice under which is 
not such as would for the most part be prac- 
tical for us. 

In the December number there is quite a de- 
scription of how to salt fresh butter, a business 
which most travelers in France will wish that 
the French may never learn, because their fresh 
butter is so delicious and because the perfec- 
tion of their pastry is so largely due to its use. 

— 

The following counsel, however, is good for 
those among us who buy strained honey. It 
may be thus translated: 

ADULTERATION OF HONEY—*" Honey is 
adulterated by the use of flours, starches, water, 
or starch sirup. The presence of the flours or 
starches can be discovered by melting a small 
quantity of the suspected product over very 
gentle heat. If it is pure it becomes a liquid, 
while if it is adulterated it thickens very much 
and takes a consistency. One can also dissolve 
a little of the honey in a half glass of water 
and add to the solution some iodine water which 
makes it blue if it is adulterated. By means of 
weight and measure one diseovers water in 
honey. Seven small tenths of a quart of honey

weighs two pounds and two-tenths (a Kilo- 
gram); but if there ig water in the honey this 
same quantity no longer weighs a kilogram, 
since seven-eighths of a quart of water weighs 
that amount. As to the sirup of starch, one 
recognizes it by examining the odor, the taste, 
the consistency, etc., of the honey. 

An item in reference to keeping oil from 
growing rancid, which, it says, becomes so when 
exposed to the air because it absorbs oxygen, 
recommends that it be covered with a layer of 
good brandy.

Some years ago Miss Anna Barrows sald: “The 
use of asbestos in the form of mats and linings 
for ovens and jackets for kettles to modify the 
heat transferred to food is likely to increase in 
the future.” 

It is indeed increasing and its latest uses are 
worthy the attention of all those who are try- 
ing to use fire economically. In the last two 
numbers of Good Housekeeping there are the 
following items concerning it in the department, 
“ Discoveries ”: 

FOR FIRELESS COOKERS—"A fireless cooker 
will last much longer if an asbestos mat is 
placed in the bottom of the cooker before the 
soapstone is put in; while a soapstone will heat 
much more quickly if an asbestos mat is placed 
on top of it while heating.” 

ASBESTOS UNDER A PERCOLATOR — 
„Nickel is a most satisfactory finish for per- 
colators, as it does not tarnish as does silver 


or copper, but the heat of fire below gradually 
deadens its luster. To protect a percolator from 
the heat of a gas stove, cut in an asbestos mat 
a hole considerably smaller than the base of the 
percolator. The coffee cooks fully as quickly 
with the device, for the heat goes just where it 
should instead of wasting its force in discolor- 
ing the sides of the percolator above.” 

This is an excellent suggestion for those who 
did not get a specially prepared covef with a 
hole like this with their percolator, and it can 
be used to save heat in the case of an aluminum 
utensil.

Many a woman has noticed the moisture col- 
lect on the sides of her oven in a few minutes 
after the fire has been lighted under it, but how 
many have thought of the following scheme? 
A diseoverer in the above magazine writes: 

“When using the gas oven I find if I open 
the door wide for a second, two or three minutes 
after lighting the burners, a quantity of moist 
air escapes. The oven then heats far more 
quickly as a result of the ventilation. It is a 
very little time saver, but it is a help when get- 
ting breakfast, particularly in the winter, when 
every minute counts in helping one’s husband 
start for his office.” 

The subject of ventilation in connection with 
the whole fire question is one of which most 
fire makers and cooks are profoundly ignorant, 
more so than formerly, when dampers of several 
sorts were a part of a stove equipment.

purchase. The late Chief Horan asked the 
corporation counsel for an opa. On Sept. 
5, 1907, Edwin H. Casselle and George W. 
Miller, assistant corporation counsels, wrote 
the fire chief as follows: 

“TI. am of the opinion that this te invalid 
and that an attempt to enforce it could be 
successfully resisted in the court Other 
objections to the validity of the ordimance 
might be raised, but I am of the opinion that 
the unreasonable and arbitrary discrimina- 
tion (excluding residences) renders the or- 
dinance invalid and hence you should not 
make any attempt to enforce it in ite prea- 
ent form.“ 

On Jan. . 1010, E. J. Brundage, then 
corporation counsel, and Frank L. Childs, 
wrote another opinion of the same subject 
indorsing the views expressed by Miller and 
Casselie. Making no progress with the city 
at that time, the gas shutoff next appeared 
in the state legislature, but it moved about 
so quietly that few knew it wee there un- 
til the session laws were printed. 


Bill Passes House. 

On March 8, 1011, house bill 444 was in- 
troduced “requiring the owner, agent, or 
person in charge to equip said building or 
buildings with an automatic gas cock,“ etc. 
That bil) passed the house on Oct. 81, 1911, 
and then went to the senate, which elim- 
mated the automatic feature of the gas 
valve. The house again inserted the word 
“automatic” and the act by ite terms be- 
came effective Jan. 1, 1012. 

On Nov. 18, 1911, before the state law be- 
came effective, Aid. Bowler presented a reso- 
lution to the Chicago city council direct- 
ing the attention of the proper officials to 
the act and ordering them to see that it 
was obeyed. That resolution went to the 
judiciary committee, from which it was 
transferred to the building committee. The 
resolution in modified form was reported out 
of the committee on Feb. 12, 1912 One 
of the modifications provided that all mu- 
nicipal bundings of the city of Chicago be 
equipped with automatic devices in the man- 
ner provided for in said act.” 


Cullerton Offers Dare. 

More legislation on the automatic valves 
did not appear until May 12, 1912, when Ald. 
Cullerton had the council adopt a resolu- 
tion suspending the enforcement of the law. 
In his speech he dared any one in the eoun- 
cil to defend what he characterized as an 
infamous act of the legislature, railroaded 
through in the interests of the patentees. 
No one took the dare. 

That somebody was busy. however, is in- 
dicated when the gas appliance act ap- 
peared again in the council as sections 252, 
268, and 254 of the ordinance creating a 
bureau of fire prevention and public safety. 
The “ automatic shutoffs "" were cut out ef 
the ordinance by a vote of 46 to 15 on July 
22, 1912. 

Later in that year the fire department be- 
gan sending out notices to comply with the 
state law under penalty of $10 to $50 for each 
day the violation continued. To make the 
notices strong the name of. the state's 
attorney was attached by a rubber stamp to 
at least one of these notices. Perhaps 2,000 
property owners bought the automatic de- 
vices and had them installed. 

Property Owners Angry. 

Property owners were getting angry. The 
Chicago real estate board, the Building 
Managers’ association, and several other 
organizations pooled their interests and 
hired Tenney, Harding & Sherman. Horace 
K. Tenney wrote these clients an opinioin 
holding that the law was invalid. That was 
in June, 1912. The city law department was 
asked for an opinion on the same subject 
by the fire department. The Tenney opinion 
was placed at the service of the city legal 
department. Despite this, Joseph F. Gross- 
man, assistant corporation counsel, wrote an 
opinion, approved by Corporation Counsel 
Sexton, on Sept. 5, 1912, in which it was 
asserted : 

„ We are, therefore, of the opinion that 
under the law above quoted and the ordi- 
nance of February, 1912, passed to enforce 
said law, the fire marsha! may require, and it 
is his duty to require, the owner, agent, or 
person in charge of each building named in 
the act to equip said building with such’ 
automatic device for the shutting off of gas 
as also can be operated by hand externally 
to the building. As to the second question, 
whether private residences are excepted 
from the operation of the law we call your 
attention to section 1 of the act specifically 
excepting such buildings.” | 
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later, presented another order to have the 
state law enforced except structures of 
three flat buildings or less used for residence 
purposes only, until the further order of this 
body.”’ 

On Dec. 17 the state Supreme court de- 
clared the automatic gas act invalid, up- 
holding the opinion of Mr. Tenney, and dif- 
fering from that of Messrs. Grossman and 
Sexton. 

Ald Healy Reappears. 

Only five days later once again this same 
alderman, M. J. Healy, presented an ordi- 
nance having as a basis the law which had 
been declared invalid. This ordinance he had 
sent to the judiciary committee. This sub- 
ject matter heretofore has been consid- 
ered by the committee on buildings. The 
reason for sending it to the judiciary com- 
mittee has not been explained. The proposed 
ordinance as presented by Ald. Healy ex- 
empts private residences and three flat build- 
ings. 

This was sent to the corporation counsel 
for an opinion, which was delivered yester- 
day to Chairman Donahoe. For three sepa- 
rate reasons he objected to the Healy ordi- 
nance. The opinion written by Loring R. 
Hoover, and approved by Mr. Sexton, con- 
cludes: 

Since the act of the legislature relating 
to this subject has been declared unconsati- 
tutional, we are of the opinion that the city 
council may pass an ordinance regulating 
this subject, if reasonable, under the police 
powers of the city. The inclosed draft of an 
ordinance in subetitution for the one sub- 
mitted, we deem reasonable.“ 

Substitute Ordinance. 

Mr. Sexton explained that it is the custom 
of his office to submit a substitute ordinance 
in cases of this character, where the desire 
of the aldermen is made plain. The substi- 
tute ordinance reads in full as follows: 

Section1. Thatevery building or structure, 
except private residences and buildings or 
structures used exclusively for residence pur- 
poses, occupied by not more than three fam- 
ilies, to which gas is supplied by pipes of 
more than three-fourths of an inch diameter, 
for lighting, heating, or other purposes, shall 
be equipped with a gas shutoff in connection 
with each gas service pipe. Dvery such gas 
shutoff shall be so constructed as to operate 
both automatically and manually to shut off 
the flow of gas so that it shall not be neces- 
sary for firemen or other persons to enter the 
building or structure for such purpose, and 
every such gas shutoff shall be #6 con- 
structed as to permit of manual control from 
the outside of the building or structure in 
which the same may be installed. 

Section 2. That all gas shut off required by 
this ordinance shall be approved by and in- 
stalied under the supervision and control of 
the fire marsha! of the city of Chicago, and 
shall at ell times remain under his auper- 
vision and control. 


Fire Marshal to Prosecute, 

Section 3. Any owner, agent, or person in 
possession, charge, or control of any such 
building-or structure which is not equipped 
with a ges shutoff. as required by this ordi- 
nance on or before ———, 1914, shall be sub- 
ject to a fine of not less than d nor more 
than $50 for each offense. Each and every 
day such failure to comply herewith shall 
continue shall constitute a separate offense. 
The fire marshal of the city of Chicago shall 
prosecute the violators of this ordinance if 
the same is not complied with within thirty 
days after written notice of such noncompli- 
ance is given by him, 

Section 4. It shall be unlawful for any 
person not authorized to do 80, to destroy, 
meddle, or tamper with any gas shutoff, 
or any part thereof or attachment thereto, 
approved and installed in compliance with 
this ordinance. Upon conviction thereof such 
5 shall be fined not less than $50 nor 

$100 for each offense.

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QUAKES WIPE OUT

WARSHIPS GO TO SCENE, 


TOKIO, Jan. 12.—A series of 350 slight 
earthquakes shook the town of Kagoshima, 
at the southern end of the island of Kiushiy, 
today. They were followed by the eruptior 
of a volcano on Sakura, a small island ip 
the gulf of Kagoshima, where two villages 
were buried in ashes. 

The earthquakes continue incessantly and 
the work of rescuing the inhabitants of Sa- 
kura by beats across the intervening three 
miles of water from Kagoshima is extreme- 
ly difficult. 

Ashes have fallen all day in Kagoshima 
itself and telegraphic communication with 
the capital is interrupted. 


Warships Sent to Scene. 

Naval officials consider the situation there 
serious and warships have been dispatched 
to the scene with doctors and supplies. 

The town is in great danger. The earth 
shocks and voicanic eruptione continue with 
violence. The inhabitants are fleeing for 
their lives. 

The population of the island of Sakure is 
about 15,000, and it is impossible to esti- 
mate the casualties. It ig feared that many 
have perished. 


Tidal Wave at Peruvian Port. 
LIMA, Peru, Jan. 12.— The seaport of Cal 
lao was inundated today by a tidal wave, 
accompanied at a quarter tatwo this morn- 
ing by an earthquake, lasting fifty-five eec- 
onds. No loss of life is reported.

Envoy Calls on Huerta. 

Mexico City, Jan. 12.—Chargé O’Shaugh- 
nessy’s first official act after his return to 
the capital from Vera Crus, where he con- 
ferred with the president's representative, 
John Lind, was to call on President Huerta. 
Mr. O'Shaughnessy later said his conversa- 
tion with Gen. Huerta did not include ques- 
tions pertaining to the two countries and 
had no political significance. 

Mr. O'Shaughnessy reached the federal 
capital early today. He suffered no incon- 
venience in consequence of the fifteen hour 
wait at Orizaba while the track was cleared 
after a freight train had been burned. He 
will make no representations, it is under- 
stood, to Provisional President Huerta asthe 
result of his conference at Vera Cruz last 
week with John Lind.

San Diego, Cal., Jan. 12.—Twelve rebellious 
Mexican soldiers were killed at Ensenada 
yesterday as a result of a quickly repressed 
revolt, due, it is said, to the failure of the 
Mexican government to pay off the troops in 
the Ensenada garrison.

Fear that this question of public policy 
might be crowded off. the little ballot by 
other petitions led to rapid action in the 
matter. A subcommittee of the local trans- 
portation committee heard during the day 
that three petitions were already in the field, 
and as only three questions can be sub- 
mitted at an election the aldermen saw need 
for haste. Under their instructions Chair- 
man Eugene Block presented the matter to 
the council. 

Under a suspension of the rules he obtained 
approval of a resolution providing for the 
printing of 50,000 petition blanks to be cir- 
culated under the direction of his commit- 
tee.

Chief of Police Gleason, who was seated 
at the ringside, ordered Frestinsky and the 
referee to remain in the ring, as it looked as if 
the Baltimore wrestler had been seriously 
injured. Doctors jumped into the roped en- 
closure and examined Americus, then the 
foreigner was allowed to go to his dressing 
room, 

Chief Gleason, Assistant Chief Schuettler, 
and Sergt.. Malone watched the physicians 
examine the injured wrestler a second time. 
At first Gleason said it would not be right 
to allow Americus to continue for fear of a 
casualty. The physicians said there was 
nothing wrong with the grappler except 
that he had been sturmed by the fall. The 
chief then allowed Schoenlein to go on for 
the second fall with the understanding he 
would stop the contest as soon as Americus 
showed signs of distress. ' | 

‘she Baltimore wrestler was loudly cheered 
When he appeared for a second bout, but it 
Was apparent he was in no condition to com- 
pete with a man of Fristensky’s type. He 
was merely a toy in the hands of the foreigner 
who slammed him about the ring unmerci- 

After Americus had wiggled out of

Fristensky Surprise to Americans. 

When seen after the contest Americus said 
he had suffered no serious injury. He as- 
serted Fristensky was one of the best men 
he ever wrestled. He had not anticipated 
that the foreigner knew so much about the 
catch as catch can style of wrestling. Ameri- 
cus also said the Bohemian was the first 
wrestler he had ever met wh® secured a re-

The defeated grappler complained of the 
thin padding on the floor before the contest. 


If hie warning had been heeded, he said he would 
not have been stunned, by the fall and would 
have been able to give his opponent a much bet- 
ter contest. As a result of the near fatality, 
Chief Gieason said that in the future all wrestling 
rings must be padded with felt or other substance 
three inches in thickness.

ONE ASSAULT ENDS BATTLE. 


St. Pau Star Batters Foe te Floor 
After Solving His Defense. 


New York, Jan. 12.—[{Special.]—Mike Gib- 
bons, the St. Paul wizard, though out- 
weighed by nearly eight pounds, took a step 


nearer the middleweight championship when 


he knocked out Bob McAllister of San Fran- 
cisco in the seventh round at Madison 
Square Garden tonight. 

The end when it was least expected. 
McAllister, taller and with a long left arm,

The Californian’s legs shook and 
Gibbons rushed again, fairly bewildering 
McAllister. Thecoast boxer was game, how- 
ever, and tried vainly to fight back with his 
harmless jabs and hooks. 

Another hook on the jaw wabbled McAlliis- 
ter and he groped for the ropes. As Gib- 
bons dashed in with another volley of 
smashes, into which he put all the strength 
at his command, McAllister began to clinch 
and hang on to save himself. Gibbons, with 
both hands free, punched him in the stomach 
and under the jaw with merciless pugnacity. 


Another Right Ends Battle. 

McAllister threw his arms around Mike's 
waist and clung to him like a drowning man. 
Gibbons appealed to Referee William to break the 
clinch, and as the latter did so, Mike drove a 
powerful right to the chin and a left to the pit of 
the stomach. McAllister’s knees gave way and he 
sank to the floor, the blood flowing from his nose 
and mouth. The referee counted the fateful ten 
seconds and it was all over.

BANK SUES BROKER FIRM 
FOR BUTLER STORKE MONEY. 


Echo of Skyrocket Financiering of 
Young Capitalist Comes Up in Fed- 
eral Circuit Court. 


An echo of the financial operations of But- 
ler R. Storke in La Salle street was heard 
yesterday in the United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals. Suits were heard for the recov- 
ery of $30,000 worth of property, with which 
Mrs. Laura C. Rogers of Milwaukee, grand- 
mother of Storke, came to the assistance of 
the young financial wizard. 

Mrs. Rogers is suing the National City 
bank of Chicago and the bank is suing E. W. 
Wagner & Co., bond brokers, to whom a part 
of the property was transferred by Federal 
Judge Carpenter. The property was orig- 
inally turned over by Mrs. Rogers to the 
bank on the representation, she said, that her 
grandson might be sent to jail unless his 
losses were made good. Mrs. Rogers also 
agreed to give the Wagner company any 
money remaining after the bank’s claims had 
been paid, to apply on a $10,000 note which it 
held against Stroke. 

Judge Carpenter decided that the bank’s 
contract with Mrs. Rogers was null and the 
Wagner contract valid, and accordingly 
transferred the money to the bond company. 
Decision of the present litigation was re- 
served by the court.

A third man le necessary to lighten the 
labors of. the cabinet Officers and to hasten 
a decision of the many important questions 
that must be solved: This third man, under, 
the provision of the law, is the controller of 
the currency. The office has been vacant for 
a long time, having been held open for Mr. 
Williams and until the newcurrency law had 
been enacted.

@ consistent Democrat. it is asserted that 
he was the president of a Taft club during 
the campaign in 1008.

Mr. Williams defends his action on the 
ground that if the trust company had failed, 
the effect would have been bad on the finan- 
cial situation throughout the country. 

The fire to which Mr. Williams will be sub- 
jected will be applied to the five men to be 
named as members of the reserve board. 
The president is observing the greatest care 
in their selection. It was learned today that 
he has not yet made up a slate and will not 
finally do so until the preliminary organiza- 
tion of the system has been effected. This 
will not be until the latter part of February. 


Arrive in Chicago Saturday. 

Secretaries McAdoo and Houston will leave 
here next Saturday for Chicago. On Mon- 
day they will listen to the arguments of rep- 
resentatives of the clearing house, board of 
trade, and chamber of commerce.
